There is no mention, anywhere in the brief, of any part of the specification. In the interests of compact prosecution, the 
following is noted. The amendment of 10/18/2001 (after the filing date of 5/8/2001) added new matter to the 
specification (four files totaling 41 kB were incomorated by reference, whereas, prior to the amendment there was only 
one incorporated file, totaling 35 kB. Thus, reliance on this part of the specification for a showing of support for the 
claimed invention in the Summary of the Invention is not possible. Also, there appears to be a few typographical errors 
on page 9 of the brief in the Conclusion regarding the number of rejected claims lit should be claims 1-11. 13-15. 18- 
201 and whether the rejection is a 102(b) or 102(e) fit should be the latterl 
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
